BROADER INCOME 
TAX BASE LOOMING 


Sales Tax or Payroll Levy 
Possible Also As Fund 
Needs Grow

that congress would be forced to 
broaden the base ot income taxes 
or impose a sales tax or payroll 
levy if it boiled, to increase r ve­

George, chairm an cf the senate 
finance comm ittee, already has an­ 
nounced his oppcsiU-.n to lowering 
the present individual income tx - 
emptions of 1750 for single persons 
and $1,500 for married persons 
Opposed Ta Levies 
He said that so far as he knew 
the treasury remained firmly op­ 
posed to a sales levy and had no 
intention of recommending a pay­ 
roll tax. President Roosevelt railed 
for a $7,000,000,000 general revenue 
increase in his budget message last 
m onth. 
George said there had been some 
discussion of attem pting to coelect 
income taxes on a m onth-to-m onth 
basis through a 15 per cent with­ 
holding levy on payrolls.
